MR.  CH-AIRMAN,  LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1972  on  the  health  of  the  Urban  District  of  Bromsgrove. 

Stat iat ics 

The  population  has  again  risen,  by  83O  in  1972  and  the  births  have 
fallen  by  about  6O9  The  birth  rate  is  slightly  under  the  national 
average  which  is  considerably  lower  than  in  1971*  Illegitimate  births 
were  3%  of  all  births  registered. 

The  death  rate  remains  fairly  stable  and  again  is  lower  than  the 
national  average. 

The  infant  mortality  rate,  which  is  often  considered  to  be  a good 
guide  to  the  health  of  a community,  is  well  below  the  national  average 
and  I think  Bromsgrove  can  be  said  to  have  an  exceptionally  good  mid- 
wifery' service.  All  the  statistics  relating  to  births  are  good  and  well 
below  the  national  average  and  I am  glad  to  say  we  have  again  had  no 
maternal  deaths. 

Major  Causes  o^f  Death 


Heait  iJiccast;  x iius  the  giea+est  killci',  being  responsible  for 
more  than  half  the  total  deaths.  Cancer  is  the  second  largest  killer 
followed  closely  by  respiiatoiy  diseases.  Of  the  53  deaths  from  all 
types  of  cancer,  18  were  due  to  cancer  of  Ehe  lungs,  the  coiranonest:  form 
of  cancer.  Cancer  of  the  intesiJnaL  tract  is  the  next  commonest  form 
and  was  responsible  for  ten  deaths.  Of  the  death*  from  eancer  of  the 
lungs,  17  were  in  males- and  one  vas  a female,  the  total,  being  exactly 
the  same  as  in  1971 • 

Coronary  Heart  disease  accounted  for  129  deaths,  6l  men  cuid  65  women* 
This  is  by  far  the  commonest  form  of  heart  disease  and, accounted  for 
more  than  80%  of  deaths  from  this  cause, 

Thixrc  were  15  deatiis  from  ^accidents  during  the  year,,  5 of  these 
being  <iue  to  car  accidents, 

Ap<irt  from  one  death  due  to  the  late  effects  of  tuberculosis,  there 
were  no  death's  from  infectious  diseases, 

Imniun  isat  ion 

Immunisation  of  bfibies  against  diphtheria,  tetanus,  wlioopi»g  cough 
and  r>olin  continued  at  a liigh  rate  in  babies,  well  over  90%  of  babies 
receiving  jji'otection.  Immunisation  against  measles  is  not  quite  so 
j/opuiar  but  is  on  the  incrf.aso  and  is  off(,>red  to  all  babies  in  their 
second  year.  Most  girls  aged  11+  are  accepting  the  offer  of  protection 
afjainat.  ruls-lla  (Gentian  Measlx‘o),

There  were  cas«  of  infective  jaundice  notified,  hut  nearly -all  of 

the  .e“w«  re  si>oradic:  cases  scattered  over  the  district.  This  is  an 
unpl»u'iSant  dis»;ase  mainly  of  cJiildren  and  young  adults,  which  crops  up 


from  time  to  t-imeo  It  is  extremely  difficult  to  trace  the  origin,  but, 
it  is  unusual  to  find  more  than  one  case  in  a faioily  and  it  is  possible 
that  not? -everyone  is  susceptible  to  the  diseaseo

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 


BromsgrovG  is  very  fortunate  in  having  many  types  of  hospital 
vithin  easy  reach  and  in  particular  a good  General  Hospital  and  a Cottage 
Hospital  sei-ved  by  local  general  practitioners* 

Bacteriological  examinations  are  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  attached  to  Worcester  Royal  Infirmary*  Chemical  analyses  of 
water  etc*  are  carried  out  at  the  County  Laboratory,  Worcester* 

I wish  to  thank  the  directors  of  these  laboratories  very  warmly 
for  their  helpful  co'"operation  during  the  year* 

Services  for  mothers  and  children  are  administered  by  the  Health 
Department  of  the  County  Council,  v/ho  organise  maternity  and  child 
welfare  clinics,  the  school  health  service,  immunisation  procedures, 
dental  services,  chiropody  and  a health  education  programme* 

Health  Visitors  in  the  town  cire  now  all  attached  to  general 
practitioners  and  this  liaison  is  proving  to  be  of  great  value*  Mid- 
wifery and  district  nursing  services  are  also  available* 

A cervical  cytology  clinic  for  diagnostic  purposes  is  held  at 
Bromsgrove  Clinic  and  the  Feimily  Planning  Association  also  hold  afternoon 
and  evening  sessions  at  the  Clinic* 

The  Social  Service  department  of  the  County  Council  has  now  taken 
over  much  of  the  welfare  v/ork  that  w^s  done  previously  by  the  Health 
Department*  These  services  include  those  for  the  mentally  ill,  the  aged 
cind  the  physically  handicapped* 

Immunisation  Procedures 


All  infants  are  now  offered  immunisation  against  various  diseases 
commencing  at  six  months  of  age®  The  appointments  are  done  by  computer 
and  there  is  a very  high  rate  of  imruunisation  against  diphtheria, 
tetanus  and  whooping  cough,  followed  by  measles  in  the  second  year* 

All  girls  between  11  and  13  are  offered  immunisation  against  rubella 
(german  measles)  at  school  and  at  13  - l4  all  children  are  offered 
protection  against  tuberculosis, 

MEALS  ON  WHEELS  SERVICE 

The  Meals  on  V/heels  service  is  operated  by  the  W.R.V*S*  Meals  were 
prepared  at  Windsor  Street  kitchen  for  the  Bromsgrove  area  and  delivered 
by  voluntary  WoR.V.S*  members.  Meals  for  the  Rubery  area  were  supplied 
from  Rubery  Hill  Hospital*  8,943  meals  were  delivered  in  Bromsgrove  and 
1,067  meals  delivered  in  the  Rubery  area*  The  Urban  District  Council 
makes  a contribution  to  this  service  of  4p  per  meal*

REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1972 

MR.  CHAIRMAN,  LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  a report  of  the  wohk  carried  out  by 
the  Public  Health  Inspectors  during  19726 

MEAT  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION 

The  total  number  of  aninals  slaughtered  during  1972  at  the  two 
licenced  slaughterhouses  in  the  district  was  4C,464,  being  a reduc^;ion 
of  almost  3000  animals  on  the  previous  year  and  the  lowest  annual 
throughput  since  the  opening  of  the  Public  Slaughterho\ise.  The  total 
weekly  'kill'  at  both  slaughterhouses  was  228  cattle,  3 calves,  326 
sheep  and  218  pigs. 

Comparable  figures  of  animals  slaughtered  in  previous  ye^s  are  as 
follows 

1971  - ^3,231 
1970  - 47,^24 
1969  - 31,193.. 

■■■  1968  -'■61,650 

1967  - 73,944 

All  animals  slaughtered  are  inspected  for  fitheee  for  human 
consiunption.  This  requires  the  service  of  a full-time  Meat  Inspector 
at  the  Public  Slaughterhouse,  with  assistance  from  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  as  required  from  time  to  time.  During  the  year  approximately 
72  tons  of  meat  was  surrendered  as  unfit  for  human  consxmiption , of  which 
46/1^  was  due  to  parasitic  conditions.  Of  11,894  cattle  slaughtered, 
evidence  of  tuberculosis  was  found  in  only  3 animaisi'- 

During  the  year  38  specimens  from  carcases  were  submitted  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  Worcester  for  bacteriological  or  histological 
examination  before  a (icision  as  to  fitness  could  be  given.  In 
addition,  12  rectal  swabs...taken  from  pigs  immediately  following  slaughter 
were  submitted  and  found  to  be  free  from  salmonella  organisms.  My  thanks 
must  be  expressed  fio  Dr,  R.  J.  Henderson,  Director  of  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Worcester  for  his  valued  assistance  and  advice. 

Although  the  Public  Slaughterhouse  is,  now  leased  to  and  operated 
by  D.  T,  Duggins  Ltd,,  the  premises  remain  as  a public  slaughterhouse 
and  the  interests  of  local  butchers  wishing  to  use  the  premises  are  fully 
safeguarded.  ' -

The-  slaughterhouse  licence  for  Waehingstocks  Farm,  Stourbridge 
Road,  was  renewed  for  a further  year^, 

IMPORTED  FOOD  REGULATIONS  1968 

The  above  Regulations  extend  the  powers  of  inspection  and  detention 
of  imported  meat  which  had  previously  been  enforced  by  port  health 
authorities  to  inland  local  authorities  in  certain  circumstances.  The 
regulations  were  made  necessary  due  to  the  rapid  growth  of  containeris- 
ation of  imported  food e V/here  imported  food  is  unloaded  in  the  district 
of  a port  health  authority. or  local  authority  and  it  is  expedient  that, 
having  regard  to  the  nature  of  the  container,  examination  of  the  food 
should  be  deferred  until  it,  reaches  its  destination,  then  subject  to 
certain  safeguards,  examination  of  the  food  is  carried  out  by  the  local 
authority  at  the  place  of  destination. 

During  1972  imports  of  continental  beef  were  examined  on  arrival  in 
the  district,  a total  of  1,^90  quarters  of  beef,  and  1,3^5  boxes  of 
frozen  meat  being  examined.  All  consignments  were  found  to  be  satis- 
factory. 


POULTRY 


There  is  one  poultry 'processing  plant  operating  in  the  district 
with  an  approximate  weekly  throughput  of  8,000  birds.  Practically  all 
the  birds  are  broiler  type  and  appr  jximately  80^  are  reared  on  the 
premises.  Poultry  inspection  is  carried  out  on  lines  indicated  in  Ministry 
of  Health  Circular  22/61  by  a system  of  scrutiny  of  birds  by  experienced 
employees  in  the  industry,  v/ith  resort  to  local  authority  advice  as 
required. 

The  Slaughter  of  Poultry  Act  196?  requires  turkeys  and  domestic 
fowl  intended  for -sale  for  human  consumption  to  be  slaughtered  by 
certain  methods,  which  include  dislocation  of  the  neck  and  decapitation 
unless  the  bird  is  first  stunned  by  an  electrically  operated  instrument# 
Local  authorities  have  to  register  all  premises  where  birds  are  stunned 
before  slaughter.  One  establishment  only  is  registered  in  the  district. 

Regular  inspection  of  dressed  poultry  is  carried  out  at  the  twice 
weekly  auction  sales  held  in  the  Produce  Market,

Qualification  Certificates 

Part  III  of  the  Housing  Act  1969  and  then  Part  III  of  the  Housing 
Finance  Act  1972  prescribed  the  system  of  rent  control  for  privately 
rented  dwellings  which  have  been  brought  to  a satisfactory  standard. 


VJhere  the  qualifying  standard  is  attained,  controlled  tenancies 
are  converted  to  regulated  tenancies. 

Controlled  tenancies  aro  also  converted  to  regulated  tenancies  on 
a specified  date  depending  on  the  rateable  value  of  the  property  concerned. 

The  chief  responsibilities  of  local  authorities  in  relatiin  to  the 
rent  provisions  is  to  deal  v/ith  applications  for  certificates  relating 
to  the  state  of  the  dwelling  where  it  is  let  on  a controlled  tenancy. 

Two  types  of  case  are  dealt  v/ith,  the  first  being  where  the  dwelling 
already  has  all  the  standard  amenities  and  the  second  being  where  the 
dv/elling  is  to  be  provided  with  one  or  more  standard  amenities.  The 
qualifying  conditions  are  that  the  dwelling  has  all  the  standard  amenities 
for  the  exclusive  use  of  , the  occupants,  that  it  is  in  good  repair, 
having  regard  to  its  age^  character  and  locality  and  disregarding  internal 
decorative  repair,  and  that  it  is  otherwise  fit  for  human  habitation.
